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Applicants have argued that in the comparative example of the prior art (JP '302) a precipitate of chitosan was formed only 
whenbicarbonate and NaOH were added and hence applicants step (b) wherein a precipitant is combined with an aqueous mixture and at 
a rate sufficient to precipitate the chitosan such that a crosslinker free chitosan composition having physically entangled strands of 
chitosan is formed is different from that taught in JP '302 patent. This is not found to be persuasive. The addition of carbonate and sodium 
hydroxide (both precipitants) precipitates the chitosan as taught by JP '302 patent. Since a precipitate is formed the rate of addition is 
seen to be sufficient. Applicants haven't provided proof that the instant chitosan is not the same as the chitosan of the JP '302 patent. A 
declaration giving a side by side comparison to show that the instant chitosan is diffeent form that obtaied in the JP '302 patent might be 
more favorably considered. The amendment has not been entered. 
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
